The banquet was 
then opened in a practical and hearty 
manner. It was really a banquet. 
The 
tables were most tastefully aud temptingly

ranged in the highest art known to the 
caterer. Such an array of various viands, 
was incyer equalled in this city. 
Mrs 
Myers, had taken great pride in kilns ban­ 
quet, aud personally superintended its 
preparation, and she is indeed entitled to 
the highest praise, for the skill shown, and 
evident care for every detail. .There was 
a bountiful supply, a variety cl selections,a 
tempting complexity 
of cakes, fruits, 
confections and delicacies, such es seldom 
grace any festal board. 
It was a banquet 
la which the Imost fastidious epicurian 
might take delight. 
At the close of the bacquet Knight 
A. II. Baxter, P. C., arose and said; 
Among Knights of all ages hospitality 
bai been a cardinal virtue. 
We have ac­ 
cordingly given our friends the place of 
honor on our list of toasts. I give you 
I “O u r G u e sts."— 
Knight Pliny Norcross responded ; 
Ladies and Gentlemen: 
In the days of chivalry, when the gloom 
of the dark ages was slowly rising from 
the earth, and the beautiful morning of 
Christian civilization was dawning upon 
mankind, it was the boast ot every knight 
errant that in the name of bi9 God and the 
belter sex, he spoke the truth, maintained 
the right, protected the distressed, despis­ 
ed the allurements of ease and safety, and 
vindicated in every perilous adyenture the 
honor of his character and those he lov­ 
ed.

lo response to the sentiment just given 
it would seem proper on this occasion, 
that we give a short sketch of the rise and 
progress 
of 
Oriental Lodge, N a 22 
Knights of Pythias, whose members are 
gathered together on this pleasant even­ 
ing, surrounded 
ny 
numerous invitee! 
guests and Visiting members, to partake ol 
the banquet, participate 
in 
the mazy 
dance, aud to perpetuate the memory of 
the establishment of the order in Janes* 
Ville. 
During the winter of 1377-8, a move­ 
ment was set oa foot by a few interested 
ones looking to the organization of a lodge 
of Knight) of Pytni&s in this city. Tne 
requisite number of names were secured, 
the preliminary steps taken, and on Satur­ 
day evening, March 23!, 187S, Oriental 
Lodge, No. 23, was duly organized, starting 
off with twenty-six charter members. 
Officers of the Grand Lodge, together with 
Brother Knight* Iron Milwaukee, Osh­ 
kosh, Fond du Lac, Watertown and Berlin, 
lo the number of about fifty, were present 
and exemplified the work of the order for 
the benefit of the newly initiated. The 
members of Crystal Temple of Honor 
kindly tendered the use of their spacious 
hall in Mitchell’s block, for the first meet­ 
ing, which offer was gladly accepted, an! 
it was there that the order first launched 
its frail bark, which to-day has become 
one of the most sea-worthy crafts of our 
city. It was an occurrence that will ever 
be held in fond remembrance by the char­ 
ter members ot Oriental Lodge, No. 22. 
Thus it will be seen the lodge was Insti­ 
tuted with a goodly number of charter 
members. The first officers of the lodge 
were A. W. Baldwin, C. C .; W. T. Van- 
kirk, V. O.; UL. McEiroy, Pre!., while Chaa. 
Valentine, C. 8. Jackman, A. E. Morse, W. 
II. Toasley, C. E. Moseley and E. B. Ueim- 
street, filled the subordinate offices. A hall 
was secured in Pease’s block and fitted up 
la a crude manner for temporary use, or 
until a room better suited to the work of 
the order could bs Secured. Atter occupy­ 
ing this hall for four months, our member­ 
ship being constantly on the increase, 
Brother Knight Conrad leased to the lodge 
for a term of years, the second story of his 
building on Main street. Tho building

was fitted up expressly lor our use, and tho 
room furnished in a substantial as well as 
artistic manner by the lodge, at an expense 
of about 
$1,000. Here the lodge still 
continues to hold its regular meetings, and 
we daresay no finer hail for its size can be 
found in the Slate. From ,the date of its 
organization to the 
present time, the 
lodge has been constantly and rapidly in­ 
creasing its membership, until to day we 
have sixty-se von numbers in full fellow­ 
ship. About sixty of the members have 
provide! themselves with the full dress 
uniform?, which present such.an attractive 
appearance to our view this evening, and 
we doubt if a lodge can be found in the 
St rte, made from better material. Finan­ 
cially the lodge is ou a sound basis. About 
three thousand dollars have been expend­ 
ed for regalia, uniforms, furniture and 
lodge paraphernalia, and we have a sub­ 
stantial cash balance in the treasury. We 
might, perhaps, in this connection, speak 
of the two excursions given by the ledge- 
one to Milwaukee during the fall of 1373, 
and the other to Chicago, during the past 
fall. Both were enjoyable occasions and 
successful, both in a social and financial 
point ot view—tho latter netting us up­ 
ward of $ IO!, and furnishing our citizens 
with one of the cheapest excursions ever 
given to Chicago. 
Within the past two years an Endow­ 
ment Bauk has been added to the order, 
for the purpcse of furnishing to its mem­ 
bers insurance at limited cost. Its genera 
plan is similar to that of the Odd Fellows 
and other benevolent societies. 
It has 
membership in the United States of up­ 
wards of 1G.C0J, and during the past year 
has paid to the friends of deceased brothers 
1144,000. A goodly number of the friends 
of Oriental lodge nave united themselves 
with this rank-a step which will proyide 
their families, in case of death, with ad­ 
ditional means for keeping the loved ones 
fromwaut. Thus in the brielest manner 
possible have we given a sketch of the 
Lodge to the present dato. 
In conclusion we have this sentiment to 
offer:

“Oriental £Lodge Upon the Inside..*— 
II. McEiroy, P. C. responded: 
Mr. Chairman, 
Ladies ani Gentlemen; 
Brother Knights. 
It would perhaps be needless tor me to 
express the embarrassment I ieel in being 
called upon ^condense into a five minutes' 
speech, or even hint at la such short time, 
a subject of such magnitude as that implied 
in the title of this toast—‘The Inside of It” 
—in five minutes. Why. to do justice to 
such a theme you would have to let me 
take a “go as you please” gait, and keep it 
up for at least six weeks, and then I 
could not grapple with that subject, rn 
regard to which I presume your curiosity 
is strongest, viz.—tne weakness and the 
wickedness of individual members of the 
lodge—but would have to confine myself 
solely to lifting tho veil that conceals from 
the outside world the hideous secrets of the 
Castle Hail. For there are secret there— 
so dreadful— lurking behind the window 
shutters of the lodge room, that one wouk 
need a hundreds mouths and the lungs o' 
a giant to tell them to you. 
Madam, have 
you 
noticed 
the gray hairs that are 
cropping out prematurely on the head of 
your youthful aud good looking husband 
They are but the evidence of the trying 
ordeals through which he has passe J, anc 
now when he comes home on lodge nights 
an J you meet him 
at the door, aud he 
stands there boring away at the night latch 
with a quill tooth pick, deal gently with 
him; put away the imp haodle you have 
had in reauiaess for him for the past three 
hoars, and reflect upon the harrowing 
experience that he has just had In that 
unpretentious building on 8 uth Main 
street. 
Remember that he has passed 
through scenes there that have dogged his 
footsteps home, and will haunt his pillow 
through the long hours of the weary night, 
as the furies haunted the bedside of the 
wretched and unhappy Orestes. 
Now, as many of you know, this lodge 
of ours was instituted in the early spring 
of 1373. How well I remember the night 
when the twenty-six of us—charter mem­ 
bers—walked up and took oar punishment, 
and how sad is tho thought that so many 
of the twenty-six are now scattered about 
in the poor houses and insane asylums of 
this State. The orgies were held on Satur­ 
day nights, and on Munday morning twen­ 
ty-ax mental and physical wrecks left 
that hall and wandered about the streets in 
the gray dawn. 
The gang that put us 
through came from Oshkosh, and, as we 
afterwards learned they had been specially 
selected on account of their physical 
strength and their general reputation for 
fiendishness. 
Twenty-seven of us had 
signed tho application for the charter— 
twenty-six ot us were aware on Sunday 
morning that something had happened to 
us the night before. 
The twenty-seventh 
mao was the strongest one got the number 
—Dr. 8". John—but when he eaw that 
Oshkosh crowd fmarch down Milwaukee 
street la the atternoon.me weakened,and 
went to be! aud staid there three weeks, 
and even to-day he turns pale at the very 
mention of the Knights of Fythiai. 


You see We did noyiuftc understand the 
ttcr, amBwo had been led to suppose 
t “ihog&l” played tho same important 
t in tho Knights of Pythias as it did in 
Masonry and Odd Fellowship!; and acting 
upon this supposition we had practiced all 
winter until any one of os could ride a 
go it down Tour flights of stairs and never 
even shedding a tear. 
And on the day 
before the lodge was instituted we had a 
dispatch from Kutchin, of Fonddu Lac, 
sayiog that he would bring the Oshkosh 
goat with him—the goat belonging to the 
Oshkosh lodge—and that he would war­ 
rant him sound, kind, free from tricks, and 
well broken. If any of us had reflected on 
the story of Damon and Pythias we might 
have had a suspicion of what was In store 
for us; if we had remembered that Lucol- 
lus slew his masters mule, some light 
would doubtless have broken in upon oar 
darkened intellects, and have dissipated 
that delusion about the goat 
Well, the 
fatal night came, and we sat out on the 
stairs an hour or two and sized the Osh­ 
kosh crowd and never dreamed of the job 
they had put up on us, and then they 
dragged us into the hall. When we found 
than 
there 
was 
no 
goat there 
but instead of a goat there was an Oshkosh 
mule—an Oshkosh mule with Kutchin on 
one side and Bam Nursling on the other— 
standing in a glare of red light with a 
smile on its face, when it looked at Bennett 
and Moseley, smiling and smiling and 
scratching lls left ear with its hind boof, 
and all those Oshkosh fiends hanging 
around as meek as Moses, but ready for 
business at the first bray of the mulo—then 
we knew the jig was ap with us, aud we 
recognized the superior sagacity of St. 
John, that led him to back out at the last 
moment. When that mule caught sight of 
’otter it broke loose and the trouble com­ 
menced, and before midnight we were a 
rained community. 
Binous lost over two 
hundred pounds of flesh in the encounter 
—Vanfcirk and Baxter came out of it 
mere skeletons ; Potter, a sunny haired 
youth in the evening, had all the snowa of 
winter upon his hea l in the morning; 
twenty-six able bodied, healthy 
men 
marched into that hall after supper— twen* 
ty-six broken down individuals, bald and 
gray-headed, lean,demented and crippled, 
limped home in the dusky morning twi­ 
light; and the Oshkosh mule lifted its voice 
and howled for joy. 
But aside from all levity, the true “in­ 
side” of the lodge In the great principle of 
“the order universal” that binds together 
over one hundred thousand members in 
the ties of fraternal friendship; that jeal­ 
ously guards the welfare of a brother and 
cares for those he cared for best after he 
has passed away from “the hands that cling 
and the feet that follow.” And although 
our order may still be said to be in its 
youth, yet it is a strong youth aod with the 
foil promise of a perfected manhood; and 
to-day its powerful influence for good is 
felt half way around the world, from the 
pines of the Alps to the palm trees that 
lift their heads upon the coral reefs that 
are washed by the waters of the Pacific 
Ocean.
